Industry 


Editor, Bulletin. — Re 


recent 
headlines, “Bakery combines may 


be prosecuted, ete.” This from 
Ottawa in the name of so-called 
justice. 

When one considers that the 
present government at Ottawa is 
directly responsible for present 
day prices, and the fact that many 
absolute necessities of life have 
doubled, even trebled their price 
in the past few years, why choose 
the baking industry at this late 
date as an example, under the 
pretext of combines, when there 
is no more proof of combine in 
this industry than there is in all 
industry? 

This is a very weak cover up 
for our federal government to use 
as a pretext to control prices and 
protect the public, after they have 
let prices hit the peak. A farce 
if ever there was one. 

Now let us consider. Bakery 
products have actually risen in 
price barely thirty-three and one 
third percent in recent years, 

Think hard public, how many 
other every-day commodities 
have maintained anything like 
sanity in price, as have bakery 
products? 

I have until recently been dir- 
ectly connected with the bakinz 
industry, as an employee, also | 
have served as a member of the 
advisory committee for this in- 
dustry, a voluntary body elect- 
ed to serve, without pay, under 
the Industrial Standard Act of 
the province of Alberta. This 
committee is comprised of two 
bakery employees and two bak- 
ery employers, whose duties are 
to judiciously rule on any ir- 
regularities whatever concerning 
the baking industry in the Ed- 
monton zone. 

In my experience on this com- 
mittee, I must say that my con- 
nection with the master bakers 
for employers), ‘also with Mr. 
Charles Simmonds, secretary, 


,Master Bakers Association, who 


also serves as secretary for the 
meetings of the advisory com- 
mittee, in my opinion gives no 
genuine foundation for the gov- 
ernment charges, 

Further the Master's Bakers 
Association serves no purpose as 
a combine to the detriment of 
the public. In fact J will say this 
association to my knowledge 
serves the public a very useful 
purpose. For I am positive that 
this so called combine has defin- 
itely not attempted to effect a 
grab all policy in regard to 
prices, as have the majority of 
manufacturing industries, 

When our federal government 
starts protecting us against the 
exorbitant prices of many com- 
modities, we will realize they 
are not interested alone in their 
own personal pay checks, 

] heartily endorse the recent 
announcement in our local press 
by the Bakery and Confectionery 
Workers International Union of 
America, Local 276, that great 
strides have been made in what 
a few years ago was a down- 
trodden industry,

The year has ended with a bar- 
rage of high-powered, high-cost- 
ing advertisements in the in- 
terests of “free enterprise,” a 
campaign including the platitudes 
of a clergyman in the interests of 
Selling gasoline. The ghosts of 
the thousands of destitute and 
friendless old people must surely 
haunt the advertising men who 
prepared those Jayouts. 

For the truth is that a great 
and shadowy part of our popula- 
tion is living from day to day 
without security, driven by 
squalor and cold and hopeless- 
ness to take their own lives or 
to die alone in the dense hovels 
“on the other side of the tracks.” 

And today; when the newsprint 
and the air are clogged with 
messages of optimism and faith 
in the future, much of it the 
same old double-talk about pros-

The gritty window facing on a 
black and dismal slab of the 
city.

The United States ambassador 
to Moscow, Li.Gen,. Walter 
Pvcell Smith, has given us a line 
which should be chiselled into 
every doorstep of democracy— 
lest we forget. 

Discussing Russo-American re- 
lations the other day, he said he 
felt things might continue in their 
present state indefinitely without 
worsening or bettering. He 
added: 

“We can't afford to allow our- 
selves to be lulled into a false 
sense of security; neither can we 
afford to become hysterical, . .. 
We must view this as a long- 
term thing. The Russian Polit- 
buro (core of the Soviet dictator- 
ship) also thinks in terms of 
years.” 

That puts the thing in a nut- 
shell, not only for the United 
States but for all the democra- 
cies, So, let's examine the situa- 
tion from that standpoint. 

We are in for a long, hard 
fight, It might last another gen- 
eration—two generations, There's 
no gauge by which to make an 
estimate. 

But it could be fata) if we didn't 
recognize that our greatest dan- 
ger lies in allowing ourselves to 
be lulled into a sense of security 
by any seeming slackening of the 
Moscow drive. We must beware 
of Red Trojan horses. 

You bet the Politburo thinks 
in terme of years! It is in pro 


cess of remolding the whole 
world politically and economic- 
ally. It is trying to destroy re- 
ligion and substitute a code of 
immorality which is a throwback 
to the days of barbarism. 

The present cold war is merely 
an incident in this vast project, 
Stalin has shown in all his moves 
that he has been preparing for a 
long fight. He has been methodi- 
cal and crafty, He has refused to 
be hurried in developing the 
world revolution, 

For in the generation during 
which the Re@ revolution already 
has been under way it has in- 
stalled itself by craft and crime 
in every country, 

Communist espionage long has 
been going on in North America 
and elsewhere, The Red ism is 
straining every nerve to gain 
control of trade unions the world 
over, It is spreading insidious 
propaganda through schools, It 
is overlooking no bets—but it is 
reconciled to the idea that it is 
committed to a long-range fight. 

The grand strategy of the Com- 
munists is to knock us off one at 
a time. Therefore our cue, and 
the cue of all other Democratic 
countries, is to wage unceasing 
war against the inroads of Com- 
munism at home, while joining 
in the general defence in theatres 
like Western Europe,
